A tragic accident Involving ■ pas- 
senger car and a Sob' Line train 
resulted in ? the instant ' death of 
Elmer L.' Hawkins, 29, Depot at, 
Antioch, and Frank H. Pitner, 20, 
Iola ave7 t ' - ' Ingleside, last night 
(Wednesday) at 8:45; p. nv .The 
scene of the accident was the Depot 
Street crossing. ■',, 

■ Hawkins, ' son of Mr, and Mrs. 
Arthur Hawkins, St., of North Main 
at,- . was -driving a . 1953 Plymouth' 
sedan, .approaching. ,the crossing 
from the west, and .the train, a 
passenger, was going north. 

. Herman Holbek, captain of .the 
Antioch Rescue squad, was on* the 
station platform to see Mrs. Holbek 
off on the train for a trip' to .Wis- 
consin. He stated that the Jm- 
pact of the collision was terrific' 
and that the train struck the car 
exactly in. .the center,, carrying it 
several hundred feet up .the "track" s; 
Hawkins was thrown an estimat- 
ed ,40 feet , directly, in the path of 
the oncoming . train, and his body 
was found under the third car ,of 
the train, according to the Lake 
County Sheriffs report. Pitner 
was also thrown from the car and 
his body was completely severed 
by the train, and found under the 
fifth car of the train. 

Pitner was employed at the Lin- 
deman Body Shop, 812 10th st, 
Waukegan, and had taken the Haw- 
kins car t<y the shop on Wednesday 
for a minor repair. It is believed 
that the accident occurred while 
the two men were testing the car. 
Pitner Funeral Saturday 
Funeral services for Pitner will 
be held from* the Strang Funeral 
home on Saturday^ jit .l^p^ m. He 
was born in* 'Chicago "on" "July 3, 
(1924, the son. of Frank H, Pitner 
and Oiga Pitner, both residents of 
Ingleside, where they brought the 
deceased at the age of three. 

Survivors Include, besides • the 
parents, a brother, Robert; and his 
maternal grandmother, Josephine 
E. Simonek of Ingleside. 

He was a veteran of World War 
II, serving for 18 months In the air 
force, and was a member of the 
Brewster Flying club, Waukegan. 

No arrangements for the Hawkins 
funeral had been made at press 
time today, due to the father and 
brother of the victim being on "a. 
fishing trip in Minnesota and Wis- 
consin. Police of Wisconsin and 
Minnesota .are on the lookout for. 
the men and it is believed thai they 
will be located soon. - * 

Elmer Hawkins .was born in An- 
tioch on October 13, 1923 and lived 
all his life in Antioch, with the 
exception of time spent in the 
armed forces during World War II. 
He was married on Sept, 18, 1950 
to Hazel Saunders of Spring Grove, 
HI,, and the couple have made their 
home in Antioch since. They were 
the parents of two children, James 
1 Robert, 2, and Ginger Lee, six 
weeks. He was employed by the 
Inland Lakes Sewer and Water 
company of Grayslake. 

Surviving are his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Hawkins, Sr., three 
' brothers, George O., Antioch; Rob- 
ert A., Elgin; and Arthur C, Grays- 
lake; and one sister, Gertrude. 

He was a member of the Antioch 
Sequoit Lodge A F. & A. M„ -and 
a former member of the Antioch 
Fixe department and Antioch Res- 
cue squad. -

County. Commission 

Builds Backlog of 
1,800j\pr, Jurors 

The Lake County Jury commis- 
sion which launched its operations 
last January has built up a backlog 
of 1800 qualified* and approved 
jurors for the County and Circuit 
Courts to call on. 

When such a commission became 
mandatory under state law by rea- 
son of the. county reaching a popu- 
lation of 140,000, the supervisory 
committee, consisting of the three 
Lake county judges, Bernard M. 
Decker of the circuit court, Minard 
E. Hulse of the county court, and' 
Charles JE, Jack of the probate 
court, appointed the three- member 
commission who are Mrs. Helep D. 
Hawes, of. Deerfield, who recently 
moved to Highland Park, represent- 
ing the women's groups, and the 
southern' part of the county; Cas-' 
per Apcland of Waukegan, Who rep- 
resents the' industrial section and 
heavily populated , Waukegan area, 
and Alfred : D. 'Sm^h, ".of. Liberty-, 
ville, representing theV : western and 
rural sections of the -county; „ They 
in turn appointed the jury - clerk, 
Mrs. Eva Ailing, of .Waukegan, 
who manages the office detail. 

Since opening the office, the 
Commission has sent' out 5,074 ques- 
tionnaires to 'registered "voters of 
the county, and has' interviewed all 
bdt a^very few. From ,this group 
the" commission has -approved 2,303 
persons" for jury service, with the 
others being eliminated . because 
of occupational exemptions, re- 
moval from the county, hearing dif- 
ficulties, extreme age or physical 
impairment, or because of their 
unfamil'ar'ty with the English lang- 
uage. • " s ;i.'

A .20, year -record of efficient, 
economical management and steady 
Increase and' improvement of ser- 
vices is -pointed to by membersof- 
the Lake County Board in support- 
ing their appeal for passage of the 
County Tax Referendum, Tuesday,' 
Sept. 29. 

Voters In Lake County will be' 
asked to approve an increase in the 
County General Fund Tax rate of 
.015 cents were $100 of assessed 
valuation. It is not necessary to 
be registered to vote in the refer- 
endum. 

This increase is being sought to 
get the county back on its financial 
feet and to erase a deficit which is 
expected to total more than $180,- 
000 at the end;of the current fiscal 
yeais-Now 30. * * ' 

'The county.- general fund, from 
which most of the normal operating 
expenditures are made, has a maxi- 
mum possible tax revenue from 
1952' taxes collected this summer of 
slightly in excess of $299,000 which 
will be cut to about $270,000 be- 
cause . of -delinquencies and collec- 
tion, expenses. 

This is almost the same amount 
derived from taxes in 1930, when 
the extension for the general fund 
was $294,471.08. 

The valuation of the county in 
1930 was established at $117,788,- 
425 for. tax purposes compared/ to- 
-$638,891,762 in 1962, but the tax 
fate in 1930 was .25 cents per $100 
of assessed; valuation compared to 
the' present, rate of .047 cents on 
$100. valuation, 

Hodge Bill Cut Tax Rate

The Price of Farm Machinery 

To say thajt machinery is a "must'* in present- 
day farming Uto^say 'the obvious. Efficient equip- 
ment is the'Ttey. ;&-'greiit(ir production, better pro- 
duction and land. use, -wd production at minimum 
expense. . ' .•'._/. 

Moreover, the most of that machinery, measured 
in terms of the market value of basic farm products, 
Is less than it. was before the last world war. 

That fact is brought out by Dr. Earl L. Butx of 
Purdue University. During the first six months of 
this year, he says, the farmer could buy a typical 
two-plow tractor for the money received from the 
sale of 51 hogs, while before World War II it would 
have taken 54 hogs. And the equipment was cheaper 
also in terms of milk, corn and wheat, even though 
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these commodities were down in price at the time 
the comparison was .made. . '■ r 

Dr. Butz stresses another highly Important fact: « 
In the first six months of 1853 -wage rates for farm 
tabor Were 423 per cent of the' 1935-39 farm level,'

Disabled Vets Urged.. 

To; File for Benefits 

, . .... » 

' Springfield, III.— Illinois Veterans 
who have been retired from mili- 
tary service since Oct. 1, 1049 .with 
disability severance pay and who 
have not filed claim for benefits 
with the Veterans Administration, 
were urged today, to do so immed- 
iately to protect, themselves or .their 
dependents from', government "re- 
strictions." 

,' Wlllard A. Manning, administra- 
tor of the Illinois Veterans*- com- 
mission: pointed out that where sev- 
erance pay is granted ] to veterans 
with less than 30 per cent dis- 
ability, the VA deducts an equal 
amount from compensation to 
which the veteran or his dependents 
might become entitled. 

As an example, : Manning said, a 
veteran who is rated . as 20 per 
cent disabled and flics for benefits 
immediately after separation from 
service and is awarded S30 month- 
ly may have to wait several years 
before his severance pay "indebt- 
edness" is reduced to the point 
where he will start receiving a 
monthly compensation check. ' 

The important thing is that the 
waiting period starts only when the 
veteran files for benefits. It he 
waits ten years before filing he 
would still have the- restrictive 
waiting period to go through.

(Continued. from page I) 
company" mean- automatic defer- 
ment as in the past 

' The -jury commission has pro- 
vided 288 jurors tor circuit court 
service, J40 Tor the county court, 
and 78 for the grand jury since Its 
Inception. This includes the Sep- 
tember call.- 

/," There .has bieen a noticeable up- 
turn in . the quality, of the jurors 
since the jury system was appointed 
and many hours "are' saved each 
trial in selecting juries because the 
obviously unsulted have already 
been screened. 

. The circuit court requires the 
greatest, number of jurors, because 
at times two juries may be serving 
simultaneously. Moreover, the cir- 
cuit court has more jury trials than 
does thc^ county court Felonlea 
and civil cases involving sums in 
excess of $2000 are brought before 
the circuit court, whereas the coun- 
ty court's jurisdiction Is restricted 
to misdemeanors requiring sen- 
tences up to one year at the state 
farm or county jail, or lesser sums 
in civil cases. 

. Judges Praise New System 

Circuit. Judges William M. Car- 
roll, .of Woodstock, and. Bernard M. 
Decker have joined members of the 
bar in -their praise of the new sys- 
tem which not only speeds up the 
calling and selection of Jurors, but 
gives both parties to a court .action 
a better chance at a fair trial be- 
cause of the better caliber jurors. 
, The law requires that. the active 
jury list be made up of S per cent 
of the registered voters from each 
of the 133 precinct* in the county 
in rotation according to a key 
given by the supervisory 'commit- 
tee. These arc sent a questionnaire 
to be filled out and brought in to 
the office personally, at a stated 
time, where they are interviewed 
as to their fitness by one of the 
commissioners. If qualified, their 
names go on a card which is put in 
the jury box and when a call is 
made, the cards are drawn out by 
the clerk of the court who is blind- 
folded, in the presence of one judge, 
one . commissioner . and the jury 
clerk. The cards are i hen put on 
the ventre list which* is made up 
in the office of the clerk of the- 
court requiring the jurors, and 
given to the sheriff who sends out 
the summons by mail. 

The representatives of the com- 
mlsioh for this territory, Mr. Al- 
fred D. Smith, has done outstanding 
work in personally interviewing 
hundreds of prospective jurors. 

The fine cooperation evidenced 
by the voters in this area whose 
names have been selected, is much 
appreciated by the supervisory com- 
mittee and the jury commission. '"*
